alſo to demoliſh utterly, crying, 
Down with it, down with it, evcn 
to the ground: they have been much 
encouraged, on the one ſide, by thoſe, 
who, thinking to ſettle it ſurer, have 


onely cemented with ſand, or daubed | 


it over with untempered morter ; by 
the weakneſſe of their evidence 
brought the ſtrength + thelr cauſe 
more in queſtion, and made it ſeeme 
eſſe defenſible to them , that had a 
mind to bend their force againſt it, 
when they ſaw the defendants ſo 
poorely provided, diſdaining them 
45 Goliah did David, and triumph- 
ing before the vittory, as if they 
would have ſaid, Videas ante de- 
lectet conura retiazium ferula ; 

ine 
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the other ſide by thoſe, who preſuming 
it capable of ſuch ſuperſtrattions, 
have raiſed a vaſt pile of rigorous 


 impoſitions upon it, enough almoſt to- 


cruſh it to pieces, So that the Chtt- 
ſtfan Sabbath or Lords day began 
to be crucifi:d between Superſtition 
and Profa:eneſſe, as Chrif be himſelf, 
the Lord Nee the Sabbath was between 
two theeves : and they , that bad a 
mind to try their ſtrength, in reſl 0- 
ring it unto its ancient right , found 
thur paſſage unto their adverſaries 
ſuch, as Jonathan and hs eArmour. 
bearer had tothe gariſon of the Phi- 
liſtines, between Bozez, and Zenab,, 
aſharp rock on the one (ide , and 4 
ſharp rock on the other ſade , which to 
climbe np they had need to make uſe 
both of their hands and feet, This 
conſideration, together with the ſolli- 
citations of ſome private friends, 4- 
bout five yeers ago, fit me on work; 
to ſearch abort this foundation, toſee- 
if [ cold find upon what ground it 


ſtood: 
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flood, and whether their monthes, 


that were diſpoſed to cry down the 
morality of the fourth Commana- 


ment, with ſo muchconfidence, as if 


there had been no colour either of Re- 
ligion or of reaſon for the mainte- 
nance thereof, might not be ſtopped, 
and the edge of thoſe arguments aba- 
ted, whereby they made account they 
ſhould cut aſunder all the ſinews of 
that opinion for ever: whether the 
head of that Philiftine, which defied 
the armies of the living God, might 
not be cut off with his own ſword, and 
the reproach taken away from Iſrael. 

That endeavory then brought 


forth theſe Propc;itions , wherein | 


though the principall thing, that I 
aymed at, was toenquire,whether the 
morality of the fourth Command- 
ment might not be made manifeſt ,by 
ſachevidence, as nature it ſelf might 
ſee ſufficient reaſon to ſubſcribe unto, 
yet I thought by the way 1 had met 
with ſuch truths, as might ſerve to

5 _ dds; rt the dottrinalt - 
and pratticall part, which I drew in- 
to corollaries or concluſions, ſuch 48 
Ithought might be naturally dedu- 
ted, from the ſame Propoſmtions. But 
knowing how apt men are to over- 
weentheir own works, and reſolvin 
that I might be though willingly I 
w:uld not be deceived, I did both of - 
ten enter into examination of that 
which 1 had done my ſelf, and ſome- 
times, 4s opportunitie was offered, 
ſubmit it unto the cenſure of others, 
Which courſe occaſioned, though no 
alteration in the maine, yet ſome ad- 
ditions unto that which I had done at 
firſt, and at laſt brought forth that 
A ppendtsx, wherein I have endea- 
voured to remove all the doubts, that 
probably 1 could conjetture might be 
made of any thins therein. And 
now for that common ;ntereſt.that all 
men havein truth , Iam content to 
put this work upon a publick triall,

By the literall ſenſe and mean- 
ing of the fourth Commandment, 
I underſtand that interpretation of 
the words which according to the 
rules of Grammaticall inſtruction 
they may,and in analogie to other 
places ot Scripture, and the com- 
mon receivcd principles of Rcli- 
gion they muſt bear. 

By a ſeventh day in proportion 
onely, not the ſeventh day in or- 
der ;zalfo I underſtand one day of 
ſeven indefinitely-raken, not ſpcci- 
ally reſtrained, in reſp: of order 
unto;this or that ſeventh:account- 
ing from one onely fixed period, 
bur ſo left ar liberty rhat it may. 
indifferen'ly benyderſtood of any 
of the ſeven,firit or laſt,or res 
third, tou:th, fifth or fixth, tobe 
reckoned from tht one prefixed 
pcriod, As in other caſes, Levir. 
23-13.Tm0 tenth deal: of fine flower, 
and 
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Sabbato-Dominicas 3 


and the fourth part of an Hin, And 
Levit.26. 31. the fifth part of the 
tythes muſt needs be underſtood 
of ſucha proportion, viF, atenth, 
a fourth,2 fifih, withoutany reſpe& 
vnto order at all ;ſoas to imply 
that it muſt of neceffitie be this or 
that tenth, /onrth or fifth: for if it 
were any part at all of that pro- 
portion it was ſufficient. 

By the people of God I under- 
ſand all thoſe, and onely thoſe; 
who by profcfſion of the true Re- 
ligion take upon them to be in 
ſpeciall covenant with the true 
God : for untoall thoſe and onely 
unto thoſe, I take the Law of the 
two Tables to be given by Godat 
Mount S7nai : not unto the Nation 
of the 1/3 aelites alone, nor unto all 
mankind univerſally , but indefi- 
nitely onely unto all, as all had an 
unconfined liberty to become 7/- 
raclites by profeſſion before the 
birth of Chriſt, and Chriſtians af. 
ter, 


6 FCSabbato-Dominica. 
ter, and ſo to enter into ſpecial 
covenant with God , as the 1frae- 
lites had done before the Law was 
publiſhed, Exod. 19. 5. 8&c. (See 
the Appendix in the firſt exception 
and the anſwer to it, ) . 

By the ordinarie time of holy 
reſt, I underſtand that ſufficient 
and convenient part of time which 
nature it ſelf, being ruled by right 
reaſon, will confeſle,ought uſually 
to be ſet apart for the ſolemne ex- 
erciſe of thoſe aQions of religious 
ſervice, whichare to be performed 
unto the true God by them that 
would have and ſhew that they 
have him to be their God in their 
lives and converſations. 

The Propoſition thus explain- 
ed, I confirm it thus. 

Thefourth Commandment in the 
litterall ſence and meaning of it, 
doth defigne either a ſeventh day 
in proportion onely , and not the 


ſeventh day in orderalſo tobeun- | 
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to the people of God, the ordi- 
narte time of holyreſt, or the ſe. 
venth day in order onely, and not 
a ſeventh day in proportion alſo,or 
both a ſeventh day in proportion, 
and the ſeventh day in order alſo.

which there is neither in the He.

any thing anſwerable : which de- 
fe& the Schools ſupply by diſtin- 
guiſhing of dies ſeptimus formali- 
ter, and dies ſeptimus matertaliter, 
And though we ſhould give an 
emphaſis unto the Article 7, and 
xead it dies ille ſeptimus , that ſe-

we take our ſclves tyed to tran- 
Nate in the nextverſe TIPYWD cw

on then. place, can. be. Moſes de» 
{cribing the . creation, Gem. 14.1. 
begins with the beginning of

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time, and ſoproceeds according- 
ly :he faichnot where, but when 
cach thitig was done :even place 
it {ef can have no being but 'in 
time. Secondly, becauſe one and 
the ſame proportion of time may 
be obſerved by Gods peopleeve- 
ry where in performing the ſo- 
lemne aRions of religious ſervice, 
whether publickly or privately, 
but one and the ſame proportion 
of place cannot. Thirdly,becauſe 
there are general diviſions of time 
into diſtin& proportions made by 
God himſelf even in the- creati- 
'on, and firſt conſtitution of time, 
the charaters whereof ' ſtand 
ſtamped in the courſe of nature, by 
which even naturall reaſon ma 

be puided in the choice of a ſuffi 
cient and convenient part to be 
employed in folemne worſhip, as 
we ſhall have occafion to confider 
more anon. Bur thereare no ſuch 
divifions of place which is al- | 
waies 
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waies proportionable tothe thi 
that is Moan, and differs Op 
ing to the various circumſtances 
of the ſame.

nerall. For if by the Sabbath day 
ora ſeventh day in the fourth Com- 
mandment be intended a ſufficient 
and convenient time, we muſt ei- 
ther deny that a ſeventh day is a 
ſufficientand convenient time, or 
elſe acknowledge it therein requi- 
red, as'that which is preſuppoſed 
to, be the common and naturall 
equitie | of the Commandment: 
which will appear more py to 
be fo, if we can prove that there 
13 ngother part of time-which na- 
ture will acknowledge to be ſuff 
ficient and convenient, but onely 
oneday'in every week, as anon 1 
ſhall aſſay to do; If onely preſup- 
pofed, and taken for granted, fee 
notwhy we ſhould e eit more 
proper to the-fourth Commend.

well eſteeme the other neceflaric 
duties of the rſt, asthar we muſt 
havea God, and that the true God: 
to be:our God, that we muſt 
know-him, love him, tear him,and 
obey him, and the like, ro be the 
common/and naturall equitie of 
the fourth- Commandment ( for all 
theſe muſt needs be therein pre- 
ſuppoſed , and taken for granted). 
and ſo in the end reduce them all 
to one, without any diſtinRion,. 
except -it be in ſuch particulars. - 
onely as we reſolveto rejeRat our. 
pleaſures, as not appertaining un» 
to us but to the 7ſraehites alone. 
(Seethe Appendix 1a.the third Ex+ 
ception, and the Axſwer tot.) 

. Again, I obſerve that the B. in 
that paſſage joynes publick and 
ſolemne worſhip together,as like. 
wiſe religious and Ecclefiaſticall 
duties ; as though theſe were. 
termes of equall extent , or: that 
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©, Gods people were equally vblis 
ed to them all by one and the 
ame morall Law. Which I take 
to be 2 common erronr; and the 
occafion of many ” miftakes 'a- 
mongſt them that have written 
upon this ſubjeQ. For all folemne 
divine worſhip is nor publick, nor 
are all religious durics Eccleſtaſti- 
call. And as it is one thing o be 
exerciſed and employed in the 
ſolemne aRions of religious ſer- 
vice fittply conſidered, and ano- 
ther thing tobe exerciſed and em- 
ployed in the ſame ſolemne afti- 
ons of religious ſervice as they are 
palick and Ecclefiaſticall : forhe 
ond whereby Gods people are 
obliged to be ſo exerciſed and 
employed, muſt be referred unto 
divers Commandments. For the ſo- 
lemne aQions of religious ſervice 
fimplyconfidered to the firſt Coms. 
as before, for the publick and Ec- 
clefaaſticall exerciſe and perfor. 
by mance 
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ſelf, as amongſt the ociog KM 
many things it was unto the farſt 
Commandment |\kewiſe , whexein 
generally all obedience uatoGad 
himſelf is cnjoyned : if immedt- 
atcly depending upon the-aurbo- 
ritic of Civill and (Ecclefiaſticall 
Governors, 4s 8ow.adayenitdorh = 
unto the (firſt ;Commundmexs;: AS 
for the\fourth: Commandment , I 
conceivethat the-ſedpe theredaf is 
no more ,; but. onely in 'a ſpecial! 
manner to deligoe "ALY = 
of time which 1s ordinarily ro..be 
employed by Gods people indo- 
lemne worſhip ; and to give: ai ge- 
nerall intimation of the'ufe and 
end unto'which that time muſe be 
employed. 

And in that reſpectT conceive 
the B. expreflion not to be ſo full 
as it might have been, when he 
taith, thar the keeping holy cue - - 
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day jo every week is very agreea- 
ble unto naturall and religious. c- 
uitie:- having ſaid before that 
Gods people are obliged by rhe 
common-and naturalt-equitie 'of 
the Commandment which is mo» 
rall, ro obſerve a ſufficient! and 
convenient time for ſolemne wor- 
ſhip+for upon that ground-I con- 
ccive'itmaybe' probably” arlcaſt 
pretended;rhar-natutall and creli- 
gious equfttewill not onely allow 
of that practiſe as ficving-and con- 
'venienr ;but likewiſeavow.it for 
requiſite and necefſarie : as'if to 
that - purpoſe one ſhould argue 
thus. 

If naturallt cquicie:oblige: men

yeers: whereof the ſecond and the

Secondly, That the univerſall 
and perperuall practiſe of the peo- 
ple of God, both under the Law | 
and under the Goſpel, is agreeable 
both unto the Scriptures, and the 
commonly received principles of 
Religion : whence Praxis ſanie-: 
ram eſt interpres preceptorum, hath 
ſometimes paſſed in the nature of 
2 principle. 

For the Minor we know that the 
people of God, both under the law - 
and underthe Goſpel, have obſer. 
ved a ſeventh day in proportion, - 
viI,one day in every weeke,as the 
ordinary time of holy reſt,but not 
the ſeventh day in order, alſo ac. 
EET | counting 
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counting from one prefixed peri-' 
od onely, ' v7. nor rhe ſelf-ſame 
day in every weeke, but under the 
Law the laſt, and under the: Go- 
ſpel the firſt. That wherein they 
all agree, is the ſame proportion 
of time;and that wherein they.dif- 
fer, is the order of the time pro- 
portioned. In this the praQiſe'of 
Gods people under the Law was 
directed and approved of by God 
himſelfe : the pratiſe of Gods 
people under the Gofpel was, if 
not directed, yet at leaſt approved 
of ;.if not-by Chriſt himſclfe, yer 
by his Apoſtles, infallibly.aſſfiſted 

and directed by his holy Spirit. 
The Biſhop of Ely,upon another 
occafion, pag. 10: ofthis Epiſtle 
Dedicatory, hath theſe words 
The Apoſtles att was according tothe 
Word, for they were men inſpired by 
the holy Gho#t, Whereupan I al- 
 ſume. Burtthe Apoſtles at was to 
obſerve a ſeycnth day in proporti- 
on 
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on onely,. notthe ſeventh day in 
otder aMo; asthe ordinary time. of 
holy reſt ': and' there is no other 
word*bur this of the fourth Com. 
mandement,according unto which: 
that at could be, Erge, 

So-that it ſhould ſeeme, what 
ever men doc now adayes,' the'A- 
poſtles and' primitive Churches 
underftood the fourth Commanae- 
ment, to deſigne a ſeventh day in 
proportion onely, not'the ſeventh 
day+in orderalſo-; to-bei unto the 
people of God'the ordinary time 
of holy-reſt. For if it had been as 
peculiarly proper tothe ewes, 'to 
ferapart a ſeventh day in proporti- 
6n, forthe ofdinary time of holy 
teſt; as it was to ſer apart that-ſe- 
venth day in order, which they 
did. The Apoſtles and the Primi- 
tive Churches would have found 
the felf-ſame neccfhtie of altering 
the proportion of the time, as the 
order ef the time proportioned : 
which 
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which fince they did not,it feemes 
they ſaw no realgon.why the 
ſhould. And certainly , if- the! 
fourth (ommandement in the ſelt- 
ſame word, deſigned both, and 
God did purpoſely jatend that his 
people ſhould ſo underſtand ir, 
cither both muſt be ceremoniall 
or neither, whereof the former is 
direly oyerthrowne by the pra- 
Riſe, the other, by the doGtrine of 
the Chriſtian Churches.

Firſt, That the fourth Comman- 
dement is neither rightly interpre- 
ted nor underſtood by them that 
take it 1a the literall ſenſe & mea- 
ax ad it, to deſigne one definite

ction on : and co diſtinguiſh where 
there is' no diffcrence, is a more 
lixely meanes to maske an errour, 
then unfold a truth. 

The M7nor conſiſteth of three 
parts : the firſt concernes the mat- 


ter delivered in the Commande- 


ments: the ſecond, rhe manner of 
delivery : the third, the characters 
of a Commandemenr ſimply and 
perpetually morall. 

For the firſt, I rake the matter 
delivered in the fourth Commande- 
ment, to be as before in the firſt 
propoſicion, nothing elſe but the 
deftg- 
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deſignation of a ſeventh day ,' in 
© proportion onely, to be uncothe 
people of God the ordinary time 
of holy reſt. And in doing this, 
che fourth Commandement doth 
differno more from the reſt of the } 
.Commandements, then they doe 
each from one another : for each 
.of the reſt hath its ſpeciall obje& 
proper to it ſelfe, as well as the 
fourth: and there is no more diffe- 
rence between Remember the Sab- 
bath day to keepe it holy, and, Thou

ficiall: the naturall day ſo under- 
ſtood, being properly diſtingui- 
ſhed by the acceſle and recefle of 
the Sunncs center unto and from 
the meridionall line, as the artifi- 
ciall day in that {ence is diſtingui- 
ſhed by the center of the Sunncs 
acceſſe unto and receſle from the 
rozontall line : all which are 
ilcernable even in thoſe climates 
which he ſpeaketh of, and ſo rhe 
diſtinQtion of dayes and weeks, as 
poſſible to the people living there 
as in ather places. The occaſian 
of which miſtake, may have been 
the different app'ication of the 
termes of that -diftintion by. di- 
vers men, ſome calling that the 
artificiall day, which others call 
the naturall and vice verſa; which 
not being well obſerved or-not 
much 
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much regarded; it was eafie to 
{lip 4 genere in genns, and tounder- 
ſtand\that of rhe one which was 
ſpoken of the other by the ſame 
name.. And yet to- confeſle' the 
truch, before we admit that defini. 
tion of a naturall day, and that 
diſtinRtion ' of one naturall day 
from another, we had need to di- 
ſtinguiſh of a naturall day , rhat ir 
iSeither that which is exatly ſuch 
indeed, or that which is vulgarly 
accounred ſuch. That which -1s 
exactly fuch indeed, may be cal- 
led dies mundanus, or periodas #- 
quatoris, being the meaſure of that 
motion whereby in the ſpace of 
rwenty-foure equall houres , any 
ane poynt In the aquatoy, or inany- 
other of the paralcll circles is car- 
ried round, and brought againe to 
the felfe fame meridionall line: 
and-rhis of all other diviſions of 
time made by the motions of the 
heavens , is the moſt ſimple, and 
alwaycs 
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alwayes cquall to it ſelfe. That 
which is vulgarly accounted ſuch, 
may be called dies ſolaris, or perio- 
dus ſolis diurna, being the meaſure 
of that time; wherein by the diur- 
nall motion of the Univerſe, the 
center of the Sunne is carried 
round, and brought againe unto 
the fame meridionall line: and this 
of all other diviftons of time, 
made by the motions of the hea- 
vens, comes neereſt in exact per- 
feQion unto that which is made 
by the diurnall motion of the U- 
niverſe, butin it ſelfe is not ex- 
atly equall : and of a naturall day. 
in this latter acceptation, muſt the 
former paſſages be underſtood. 
Secondly, if that pretended im- 
poſſibilicic were granted, he muſt 
likewiſe pretendit impoſſible that 
the Jewes ould have lived in one 
of thoſe climates, orelſe confeſſe 
the Law unjuſt, if the Zewes living 
there ſhould have been bound to 
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the obedicnce of it:unlefſe he will 
pretend that the fourth Commande- 
ment did binde the Jewes in ſome 
places of the world, butnot in all : 
and then it would follow, that the 
Fewes by removing of their habi- 
tations, might have freed them- 
ſelves from that yoke of bon- 
dage, as ſome cſtceme it to haye 
been. 

So inthe caſes you propoſe of 
the Egyptian bondage, and of Twr- 


| kiſhrtyranny, there 1s no inconve- 


nience can be pretended to the 
Iſraelites then, or Chriſtians now, 
from the bond of the fourth Com- 
mandement, as of a naturall Law, 
but ſo, that the Jewes at other 
times might have been ſubject to 
the like, by reaſon of their obliga- 
tion to theſame, as to a poſitive 
Law of divine inſtitution, if it had 
been intended onely untothem. 
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
